Money Mak 
Talks

A man came into our office the other day and told the Boss he 
wanted to make money. He said he had $1000 to invest in some- 
thing that would earn money for him from the start, and continue to 
earn money just as long as he kept on a wantin’ money. He said 
he’d been investin’ in mining stocks and a dozen other different things 
and he hadn't never got any dividends. All he'd got so far was prom- 
ises. Said he couldn't live on promises no better than anybody else. 
He said promises was all right when yoh had some other kind of an 


were no good—at least not for him. I couldn't live on them either, 
and I came pretty near saying so, too, but I didn't. me ot 

The Boss didn't say nothin’ to the man until he got through, then 
he spoke up and says: “What would you say, Jones”—that was the 
man's name—I eouldn't think of it before owing to its being so 
uncommon— H we'd put that $1000 of yours where it would earn 
you $268.10, or a little over 26 per cent. the first year, and $587.20 
more than 68 per cent., equal to $48.93 a month the second, and every 
year thereafter, with it having the chance to Increase in value to 
$2000, or maybe $5000, in two or three years.” 

Old Jones looked at the Boss kind of funny when he got through 
a-talking, as if to say— well. you old liar. You know I can’t make it 
earn that much money.”

LONDON. Dec. Bit imitation is 
indeed the sincerest flattery there can 
be few more genuine admirers of 
things American in England than 
Seymour Hicks. Which, by the way. 
is no new discovery. for ever since 
this young actor- Who is now his own 
wthor and soon will be his own man- 
ager, first become known to any K 
tent, his predilection for “swiping” 
(American songs, copying American 
st “effects” and generally availing 
ee of American ideas, has been 
somewhat notorious. 

It was Fay Templeton, if one mis- 
‘akes not who called our. “Don't steal 
this, Mr. Hicks. please, upon discov- 
ering the Finglish actor “in front” 
while she was singing a new song, 
ind not even Hicks'’s most fervent 
*dmirer—whose initials by the way, 
may possibly be 8. H.”-—could deny 
that. the admonition was deserved. 
One was led to renewed thought on 
this head only a short time ago, when 
a sort of pot-pouri of “old Galety 
nee was given at the theater of 
which Hicks used to be the bright 
particular star, for one recognised 
“Oh, Uncle John.” “Her Golden Hair 
Was Hanging Down Her Back” and 
even “The Bowery” among the lot— 
all with English words. 

During the last few years Hicks 
borrowings from American sources 
have been constant. Effective sonc- 
settings from Amertean pieces—such 
for Instance as accompanied “My Cosy 
Corner Girt” have been introduced in 
practically every musica) comedy 
produced by him—while as for Ameri- 
can sones themselves Hicks has an- 
nexed them without limit. There has 
been absolutely nothing, moreover, to 
Indicate that such ditties as “Sam- 
my.“ “Bedelia.” “A Wise Ol4 Owl"— 


renamed “A Quint Ol4 Bird”—and 
latterly “Cheyenne,” which Hicks 
calmly interpolated into his pieces 


were not of his own authorship, and 
this kind of thine makes resident 
Americans in London just hopping 
mad. For with American plays fan- 
ing recently at one London theater 
after another it certainly seems only 
fair to transatlantic prestige that 
American song successes should be 
annoupted as such—even by such an 
arrent pilferer as Seymour Hicks. 
x Hicks, however. is not satisfied. It 
is not enough that much of his “busi- 
ness” and most of his soncs should 
be American; he is now even begin- 
ning to use American ideas as the 
foundations of his musical plays.

Curry has made remark- 
able progress in securing the sympa- 
thy and cotjperation of the people. He 
met them in their own localitics. satis- 
fied them that he was their friend and 
had their good at heart. and ts confi- 
dent that the great mass of the people 
in the teland are law-abiding and 
earnestly wish for the maintenance of 
good order, but a long-existing feud 
between these hill people on one side 
and those on the shores or lowlands on 
the other, and a long series of oppres- 
sion by petty officials and traders, can- 
not be overcome in a few weeks.

POLITICS IN LEYTE.

- A LARGE FEE. 


RECEIVER EARLE SURPRISES 
PHILADELPHIA LAWYERS. 


— — -— 


in Rehabilitating a Trust Company 
He Earned a Million Dollars by 
Saving to Six Thousand Depositors 
Their Entire Deposits, but He Re- 
fused Any Big Fee. 


A Philadelphian has performed a 
financial feat without a parallel; the 
rehabilitation of a trust company, in 
the course of which rehabilitation more 
than $9,000,000 has passed through his 
hands, says a Philadelphia dispatch to 
the Washington Star. 

It is a story of the saving to more 
than 6000 depositors of their entire de- 
posits in a concern that was geherally 
looked upon as a total wreck, and of a 
Christmas gift which came to them 
| recently. 
| The saved institution is the Real Es- 
tate Trust Company. The man who 
Saved it is George H. Earle, Jr., and 
the action of the man that makes this 
a veritable Christmas story is his re- 
fusal to accept in payment for his 
services the fee of $150,000, which was 
tendered to him by the directors of 
the company. 

That the-receitvership might be ter- 
nifnated legally, he has agreed to the 
setting aside of $60,000, with the un- 
derstanding that, if he sees fit, he may 
turn this little return for his great 
service into the treasury of the com- 
pany. He would have preferred to de- 
cline outright even this formality. but 
he red that such action might 
jcreste a precedent which would em- 
Durrass other faithful receivers who 
could not afford to work without fair 
compensation. 

SERVICES WORTH A MILLION. 

Former Judge of the Superior Court 
Willem W. Porter, who ts a director of 
the Real Estate Company, declared 
that a fee of $1,000,000 for the service 
which Mr. Earle has done would not 
be exorbitant, Joseph DeF. Junkin and 
— directors ‘expressed the same 
view. 

The effect of Mr. Earle’s action is 
that of a Christmas gift of $100,000 to 
the stockholders of the Real Estate 
Trust Company, and since, under the 
Earle plan of rehabilitation, every one 
| of the, old depositors is a stockholder, 
it Is a gift to each of more than 6000 
persons. 

His intimation that he will decide 
later whether or not he will contribute 
‘the reserved sum of $50,000, makes it 
| possible that there will be a further 
| gift to the depositors. 

Scarcely less extraordinary than the 
refusal of Mr. Earle to accept a large 
fee in terminating his receivership is 
the high compliment which was for- 
mally paid to him by Judge Craig Bid- 
die. This compliment. unlike any oth 
of its kind, ts recorded in the fo 
decree of the court. It thus becomes 
u permanent record of this story of 
one man's unseclifish endeavor for the

oney Making

and in 1994 there was an increase to 
567 divorces and 10 annulments. In 1905 
the increase was slight, only 57 di-

One thing is very notable in connec- 
tion with the divorce record, and that! 
is that a very inconsiderable number 
of the newcomers to Los Angeles, in 
proportion to the total number, come 
to escape from unpleasant marital cir- 
cumstances.
